As regards the latter objection, the Lieutenant-Governor’s opinion has been 
iven above, and the former *objection will disappear when the supplies of 
] filtered and unfiltered water have been increased to the extent contemplated 
{ by Government. .Itswould no doubt be desirable to use only earth and gravel 
instead of street sweepings for the purpose of filling up tanks, if sufficient 
supplies were available; but as the supply of earth that can be obtained 
without excessive outlay is very small, it will still no doubt be necessary, in the 
majority of cases, to make use of street rubbish. I, is satisfactory therefore 
to find from Dr. McLeod’s report that “if the tank is first de-watered, the 
filling rapidly done, ‘and a thick layer of earth laid on the mass, there is little 
offénce and no danger in the process.” In no single instance has it been 
shown that sickness was caused by the filling of tanks either during the process 

or afterwards. 

17. In accordance with the Lieutenant-Governor’s request, the Chairman 
submitted, in June last a set of rules drawn up by the Bustee Committee for the 
idance of the Commissioners in dealing, oh i section 277 of Act 1V (B.C.) of 
876, with applications for the erection of huts or ranges or blocks of huts or 
sheds, and the rules have received the approval of Government. As regards the 
improvement of existing bustees, the Municipality, however, as already stated, did 
absolutely nothing during the past year, and at the time of the submission of the 
present report at the close of last month, no decision appears to have been arrived 
at even ding the nine bustees which were visited and condemned by the two 
Stein -aihoces appointed last year, and for the improvement of which reports 
were prepared and estimates.drawn up in the beginning of the current year. It 
is stated in the report that the Committee for the Improvement of Native 
Bustees are giving the subject their best attention, but the Lieutenant-Governor 
obseryes that, the Committee met only once during the whole of the past year, 
and it is certainly time now for some action to be taken in the matter. The 
Commissioners must not expect that every measure of reer improvement 
that they undertake will be pecuniarily remunerative, or even that it can be 
accomplished without any burden falling upon the rate-payers. It is not only 
the owners and occupiers of houses and huts in the bustees who will benefit by the 
ming of roads and improved drainage, and it is right that a large 
portion of the expenditure should fall upon the general public. If the Com- 
F missioners would only devote to the important subjects of the conservancy of 
Ps the dustees and the improvement of the town, the amount of time and attention 


x that they gave to the service of the public in order to place their finances 
E - upon a sound footing, they would, the Lieutenant-Governor believes, find 












coe . little difficulty in carrying out the wishes of Government and the public in 
both these matters.

with the water-supply at the close of the past year was 12,729 out of a total 
number of 42,212. Out of a total road surface ef 14,895,000.square feet, — 
10,259,000 or more than two-thirds are watered—rather more than half with  ~ 
unfiltered and rather less than half with filtered water—the total cost of watering 
during the year being Rs. 43,050. The cost of filtered water is caleulatedin = ~ 
the report to be Rs. 137 per million gallons, and the cost of unfiltered f 
water Rs. 65 per million ins. The works commenced by the Corporation , _ 
in June 1879, with a view to supplying Bavrrackpore with filtered water, 
were practically completed in November last, and the regular supply of water 
to the station took place from the 2nd December. 

19. At the beginning of the past year there wemained 42} miles 
of 8rd class pipe sewers to be constructed in order to complete the drai 
scheme of the town, but owing to delay in the acquisition of the land that had 
to be taken up, only 7°35 miles of sewers were actually constructed, the outlay 
being only Rs. 1,21,560, or Rs, 28,440 less than the minimum expenditure pres- 
cribed by the Act. The expenditure since the passing of Act IV (B.C.) of 1876 
has, however, considerably exceeded the fixed minimum, the average outlay of 
the four years being Rs. 2,21,561. The total number of premises connected 
with the sewers up to the end of 1880 was 14,821. 

20. Act I (B.C.) of 1880, to authorize the making and to re; > the 
working of Street Tramways in Caleutta, received the assent of the Governor- 
ie on the 26th February 1880, and the work of laying down the tram- 
ways then proceeded rapidly. The lines along Bow Bazar Street, Lal Bazar 
Street, Dalhousie 2 ape (north and west), and Hare Street, were completed 
during the year, and are now in full working order, and portions of other hnes 
were also finished. 

_ 21, The year 1880 presented no abnormal meteorological features. The 
temperature was moderate, the humidity high, and! the-raintall plentiful and well 
distributed throughout the year.
